The  legislative  record  of  the  last  ten  clays 
has  little  to  show  other  than  a  continuation 
of  the  discussions  on  the  various  bills  now 
before  the  two  chambers.     The  long-pend- 
ing mortgage  reform  bill,    which  is  so  ur- 
gently   needed    anil    which     has    been    so 
unnecessarily  delayed  from  session  to  session, 
has   at   last  passed  a    third    reading  in  the 
Senate,   but   with  such  modifications  that  it 
has   been   ordered   10  pass  another  reading. 
As  we  have  frequently  explained,  the  fixed 
requirements  of    the    existing    law    which 
compel   die    creditor    when    foreclosing    to 
take  over  the   property  at  the  original  valua- 
tion   and    pay    the   debtor    the    difference 
between  such   valuation  and  the  amount  ol 
the  mortgage,  is  an  absolute    Liar  to  a  settle- 
ment of  a  large  amount  of   overdue  indebt- 
edness.    The   banks  can   not  foreclose  be- 
cause  they   neither   care    to   become  great 
land   proprietors,    nor  to  take  over  property 
at  the  enhanced  valuations  of  ten  years  ago. 
It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  a  large  amount 
ol  capital  is  permanently  locked  up  in  insol- 
vent estates,  ami  the  law  is  a  bar  to  its  safe 
liquidation.      Although  the  banks  and  bus- 
iness men  in  general  are  deeply  interested  in 
the  adoption  of  a  new  and  liberal  law  which 
shall   open   a  way  to  liquidate  these  existing 
burdens   of  indebtedness,    the  planters  and 
their   factors   are   strongly    opposed    to    it. 
Hence     the   delays,    and    the   invalidating 
amendments  which  arc  being  lacked  on  the 
bill  in  the   Senate.     In  the  Chamber  some 
progress  has  been  made  with  the  appropria- 
tion bills,   but   the  chief  subject  for  discus- 
sion   continues    to   be  the  government  em- 
ancipation  project.      There   has  been  some 
decline   of  interest   in    the  discussions,  the 
feeling  being  that  the  project  will  lie  carried 
through  at  all  hazards.      And  the  conduct 
of  the   friends   of  lite   bill    in  turning  their 
backs   on    the  abolition   speakers  certainly 
justifies   that  belief     Article    IV  of  the  bill 
has   now   been    passed,   in  second  reading, 
and    the   bill  will  soon  lie  in  third  reading' 
where  another  determined    effort   will    be 
made  to  defeat  it.      There  have  been  some 
personal   disputes   in    the    Chamber  which 
reflect   little   credit  upon  its  discipline,  but 
none  of  them  have  any  public  interest. 


it  arises,  no  doubt,   from,  a  well-grounded 
fear  that  the  time  is  not  so  far  distant  when 
Brazil,  too,   will  be  eating  humble  pie  in 
the  very  same  corner.     If  with  all  her  enter- 
prise  and    newly   developed   resources  the 
Argentine  Republic  is  now   compelled  to 
pledge  her  customs  revenues  as  security  for 
a  new  loan,    what  may  we  not  expect  for 
Brazil  where  enterprise  is  rarely  seen  and 
where  her  few  industries  are  actually  in  a 
decline?     The  incident  is  one  which  is  far 
more  significant  than  the  government  may 
choose  to  admit,  yet  it  is  one   which    in  its 
secret  heart  should  not  be  overlooked.    The 
time  is  not  far  distant  when   Brazil    must 
again  go  into  the  market  for  money,   and 
with  what  results  it  may  not  be  advisable  to 
predict.     It  should  not  be  forgotten,   how- 
ever,  that    much    confidence    in    Brazilian 
undertakings  has  been  lost  during  the  past 
few  years,  and  that  foreign  capitalists  will 
now  require  some  fresh  and  tangible  prools 
of  the  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  country 
before  sending  more  capital  after  thai  al- 
ready embarked.     If  this  Argentine  experi- 
ence will   lead   the  government   to  think 
again  before  pledging  the  country   to  new 
and  unnecessary    obligations,   such    as   die 
issue  of  apolices  for  the   indemnification  ol 
holders,  it  will  not  have  been  al

After    many   months  ol   painful  illness, 
the    death    of  General   Ulvssks  S.  Grant, 
ex-President   of  the  United  States,  occurred 
on    the    23rd    ultimo   at  Mt  (iregor,    New 
York,    whither  lie   had  gone  to   escape  tile 
heal  of  the  city.      Although  not  unexpected, 
this  death  has  aroused  the  widest  and  most 
profound  expressions  of  grief  throughout  the 
whole   length  and    breadth  of  the  country, 
and  the    day    on   which   it   occurred  was  at 
once  set  apart  as  a  day  of  national  mourn- 
ing.    His   funeral   obsequies  were  made  al 
the  expense  of  the  slate,  and  all  the  public 
departments   were  ordered  to  be  draped  in 
mourning  for  thirty  days.      In  a  country  so 
large    so  populous,    so    engrossed  in  private 
occupations,  and  so  open  to  the  aspirations 
of    everyone    who    may    desire  to    attain  a 
leading  position— in  a  country  like  this,  it 
is  rare    that  any   one  man  succeeds  in  win- 
ning so  large  a   place  in  the  public  heart 
that  his  death  is  looked  upon  as  a  national 
loss.     This  General  (Irani  did,    and    thai, 
too.   by  pure   force  of  character    and  great 
natural  ability.     He  sprang  from  a  humble 
position    in    life,    and    weie   it    not  hi  the 
unhappy  strife  which  brought  so  much  loss 
and  suffering   upon    the   country,    it  might 
have  ended    but  little  better  than    it  began. 
He  was  educated  al  Wesl  Point  ami  served 


through  the  Mexican  war,  where,  in  com- 
mon with  many  others,  he  won  distinction 
lor  gallant  service.  He  then  retired  to 
private  life,  in  which  probably  no  oppor- 
tunity would  ever  have  occurred  to  develop 
the  powers  within  him.     At  the  outbreak  ol 


be  a    favorite   occupation    among   the  offi- 
cials and   proteges  of  the  government — if 
one  may  believe   all  he  hears.     In  politics 
it  is  the  justification  of  every  kind  of  usurpa- 
tion and    fraud;  in  law  it  is   the   refusal  to 
permit  a  suitor    to   bring  action  against  the 
government,  to    appeal  against  unjust  deci- 
sions, and  frequently  even  to  decide  in  favor 
of  a  private  interest  where  it  traverses  that  ot 
the  state;  in  administration  it  is  the  enforce- 
ment of  arbitrary  anil  even    illegal  decisions 
and  regulations,    a  total  disregard  of  private 
interests  whenever  an  official  feels  so  inclin- 
ed, a  refusal  to  acknowledge  and  remedy 
mistakes,  and  even  a  refusal  to   abide  by 
decisions  where    such   are  against  the  state; 
ami  al  all  times  and  in  all  places  to  conceal 
the  truth  where    it   is    unpalatable  and  mis- 
represent in    order   to  create    favorable-im- 
pressions.    All    this   is   done   that  the  self- 
respect    and    dignity    of  the   nation     may 
not    sulfer.      The    latest    instance   of  this 
remarkable  policy  is  llic   refusal  of  the  gov- 
ernment— for   a  second   time—to  abide  by 
the  decision  of  an  arbitrator   on  die  tiisap- 
■iation    ol    lands    for    the    city   water 
We    noticed    this   decision  a  short 
in  which   die  arbitrator,  a  sen- 
ator of  the   empire,    decided  in  favor  of  lite 
valuations  made  by   the   appraisers  chosen 
by  the  proprietors  of  lands  in  the  Sena  do 
Commercio  district.     Instead  of  abiding  by 
this  decision,  the  government  now  declares 
that  it  does   not   require   two  of  die  estates, 
and  one  of  die  government  appraisers,  Dr. 
Kremlin,  explains  il  as  a  determination  to 
preserve  the   "dignidade  itacionat."      How 
lllis    dignity  is    10    be    preserved    by    such 
disreputable  conduct,   il  will  he  difficult  to 
understand.      There  is  a  very  geneial  belief 
among  civilized  people  that  the  honor  and 
dignity  ol  a  nation    is  not  altogether  dis- 
similar  to   that  of  an    individual,    ami  that 
it  is  to  be  preserved   only  through  honesty, 
rectitude,  and  a  rigid  observance  of  its  own 
wool  ami  obligations  as  well  as  a  just  con- 
sideration   for   the    rights   of  others.     The 
reference  of  any   question    to    arbitration 
imposes  an  obligation  upon  bolh  parties  to 
abide  by  the  decision,   and    this  is  no  less 
binding    upon   die  government   than  upon 
the  individual.      If  the    individual    can    not 
icuse    10   abide   by   the  decision— and  die 
government  would   lie    the  first  to  object  to 
any  such  act   of  bad    faith — then    certainly 
the   government  can  justly   claim    no  sue! 
privilege.     Once   before    the  Brazilian  gov- 
ernment   refused   to    abide    by   a   decision 

affecting  lllis   very  same  tptcsti and  mil 

only  that  but  it  did  all  il  could  to  degrade 
and  humiliate  the  parties  who  decided 
against  it.  If  this  policy  is  a  means  of 
preserving  the  national  dignity,  th 
earlier  the  principle  ol  out  and  out  C 
tion  is  adopted,  the  better.  Tin 
then  be  no  lloubl  as  to  terms. 


the  Banco  Predial's  issue  is  quoted  at  66 
per  cent. "and  the  Crcdito  Real  do  Brazil's 
notes  at  67  per  cent,  for  those  payable  in 
currency  and  8o#ooo— at  lid.  exchange- 
equal  to  £6  for  those  representing  £n, 
cy,  or  1008  at  par.  The  very  heavy  dis- 
counts to  which  these  notes  are  subjected 
seems  to  115  a  clear  prool  that  something  is 
radically  wrong  in  the  idea  of  Cridit  Fonder 
for  Brazil.  It  may  he— and  indeed  has 
been  claimed— that  the  antiquated  mortgage 
law  has  been  principally  to  blame  for  the 
discount,  but,  although  this  may  be  con- 
ceded lo  a  certain  extent,  the  argument  can 
hardly  explain  so  great  a  difference  between 
face  value  ami  die  market  quotations  of 
these  issues.

The  inter  impos- 
sibility of  any  such  rates  being  paiii  by 
planters  is  evident  to  everyone,  and  with 
lower  prices  for  coffee  anil  a  labor  problem 
lo  be  solved,  the  conclusion  is  seen  to  be 
that  on  no  such  basis  as  the  present  Credit 
Fonder  law  in  Brazil  can  the  business  be 
continued.  The  idea  is  unsuitable  10  all 
but  such  cotintties  as  are  thickly  settled, 
highly  cultivated,  and  where  there  exists  a 
reserve  of  capital  that  seeks  employment  at 
better  rates  than  are  offered  by  undoubted 
securities,  such    as  government   debt;   and 
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this  state  of  affairs  does  not,  nor  is  it  likely 
soon,  to  exist  in  this  empire;  If  the  gov- 
ernment pays  5  per  cent,  upon  its  debt,  who 
is  to  advance  money  to  banks  at  6  per  cent  ? 
If  our  principal  bank  announces  that  its  by- 
laws do  not  permit  its  dividing  into  lots  the 
plantations  taken  over  for  payment  of  mort- 
gages, what  confidence  can  be  inspired 
in  the  public  mind  as  to  the  intrinsic  value 
of  the  promises  to  pay  of  those  institutions  ? 
It  seems  to  us  that  the  attempt  to  introduce 
CrUU  Fancier  banks  into  Brazil  is  a  mistake, 
and  never  can  accomplish  anything  so  long 
as  the  rates  offered  by  sounder  enterprises, 
and  the  very  government,  are  so  much  out 
of  proportion  to  the  interest  offered  bv  these 
hanks.

The    author     of    this 
monograph,     who    is    a  secretary    of    one    of    the 
official   sanitary   boards,  has    taken   great  pams  to 
collect  and  arrange  an  important  m  »ss  of  statistical 
data  upon  the  death  rates  and  sanitary  condition  ol 
this  city,  and  in  so  doing  has  ren  lei cd  a  very  great 
service  to  the  public.       We  have  not  undertaken  to 
verify  the  accuracy   of  the  statistics    given,  bul   as 
they  have  been  taken  from  official  reports  it  may  be 
taken    for    granted    that  they  arc  correct.      Accord- 
ing to    the  statistics   given   the     mortality    of  lasl 
year   was   the    lowest    known  since  1871,  the  I 
tiuinber  of  deaths  being  9,833,  which  gives  a  daily 
average  of  about  27.
